Notwithstanding vigorous protests 
from people of the district, and tax- 
payers aU over the state who object 
to miin: the ereatwn of more oflSi- 
in strict violation of the Demo- 
cratic platform, Gov. Stanley allowed 
the act of the legislature creating 
the 36th judicial district, to become 
a law last week.

During debate on the 
bill in the House, Representative 
Hntchcraft offered an amendment, 
which was held out of order, provid- 
ing for the insertion in the preamble 
of the words, "Whereas, Judge D. W. 
'Gardner needs a job." The chief 
speech against the bill was made by 
Representative Bailey, democrat, of 
Hopkins, who declared himself op- 
posed to needless expenditure of the 
people's money. Mr. Bailey was in- 
terrupted by Representative Clay 
KauflFman, of Garrard, who made an 
unusually fine record in the General 
Assembly, who aslced sarcastically of 
BaOey: "Don't you think that when 
a man is down and out politically 
that the party to which ho bdongs 
ought to CTMte a job to tako car* of 
him?" 

The plank in the Democratic plat- 
form upon which Stanley was elect- 
od, providing for economy, seems to 
havo cut no tenre in this bill, though 
it was Oe an important (?) reason 
why some democratic legislators 
could not vote to submit state-wide 
prohibition to the people.
